A good old man-of 
Lacedemonia. that Travelled even to the 
furtheſt part of Afa, only to ſee :A4/ex- 
ander after he vanquiſhed Darius, faid 
with very, great emotion and pleaſure of 
mind, that the Greeks. that died in the 
Battel of. Marathoy, and that 'of Salas 
mine , were deprived of. a marvellous 
contentment in that they did not fee this 
Prince ſitting upon the Throne af Xer- 
xes, and Triumphing gloriouſly over 
the pride of the Enemies at Greece. 
When we ſee how. Hiſtorians report the 
Proclamation made ' by Cq/aminius; in fa- 
vour of all the GreekNations and how they 
repreſent the affeRions of the people, the 
acclamations that they . made , the: Co- 
ronets of - Flowers that 'they, wrought, 
and the Garlands that, they threw: 1 
him, and. the incomparable demonſira- / 
tions of Love which they gave to his 
M 3 perſon, 
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gfomeembtion'of mind arid ing 
x9 oi ſort4in their Joy.” No har 
either this afſembly' of Greece; in com-! 
parifon 'of | that of "all the faithful of the' 
Univerſe, or this 'Calaminius "or Alex" 
 ander'in compariſon of the Lord Jeſus 
Ghrift, or the hberty of : thefe” people, 
11 compariſon of that of the.

ſaid that on' the Sea Shore .we fee the 
Sea in whole, bat not in all its latitude 
and extenſion; for we ſee it in whole or 
in its/integrity, in that it is the Sea, and 
becauſe in all the parts of the World it 
hath no other nature; than that which 
it-hath 'upon our Shores. Bur we do 
not not-ſee 'it'in all its latitude becanſe 
our fight cannot extend it felt fo. far'as 
the extent 'of "our Horizon ,''ſo-far is it

We can never 
ſufficiently. admire neither the invariable 
rectitude of its conduct in all things, 
nor the'inexorable rigour of 1ts ſeverity 
in the puniſhment of our fins on his Son. 

Shall we affix our minds on the: Con- 

ſideration of his power ? The Teſtimo- 

nies, -which the effects thereof that- are 
before our eyes, give: us, will indeed 
aſtonyſh-us ; Bur as much asthe immenlity 
of the void Spaces above the Heavens, 
do exceed :the extenſions of the Heaven

eyer attain 'to a ſufficient Conception, of 
them.'* *And although our underſtandings 
be not repelled by the impoſſibility of 
faccelſs, and do defire'to advance them- 
ſelves*as much as may be,' from day to 
day ,* and "from much to more in the 
knowledge of theſe obje&ts , notwith- 
ſtandingithey will” always ſee infinite 
Jpaees above their thoughts. © Shall we 
a our'minds 'trom thence'to the Col

never live fo long above, but we muſt 
yet live there, and that the ages to come 
appear yet infinitely more.. long than 
thoſe which we ſhall have paſſed already: 
So will our knowledge, and Conceptions 
be infinite in this point, that the Eters 
nally Flouriſhing beauty, .and the Eter+ 
nally inexhauſtible fertility of our Ob-+ 
jects, will give us always new matter 
for Confideration, fo that the things 
that remain to be ſeen, will always aps 
pear to us as much and more worthy of 
our Contemplation, than thoſe that. we 
ſhall have ſeen already. Imagine therr 
a Knowing and Curious man to whont 
every wave of the Sea brmgs ſome yery 
fine ſingularity,” who at. every ſtep. that 
he makes upon the earth finds ſome Rarity 
among the Plants, and who at every 
time that he lifts his' eyes towards the 
Heavens diſcovers forme new Star. Sup- 
poſe .you that , he conftantly Recollect 
chem' without wearineſs, that hs con? 
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ir: The State of the Sul © 
fider them with underſtanding, the one 
after 'the other, and Contemplate them 
with admiration: Imagine you that he 
oft caſts his eyes upon the vaſt extent of. 
the Ocean, trom. whence they come, 
then that he recal them to conſider in_ 
groſs the beauties of the earth which 
doth-produce them, and afterwards that 
he paſs through in. an inſtant, all the | 
extent of the Heavens, where ſo my 


wonders are ſcattered. Give him frie 
with whom he may Communicate the 
content that he receives from thence, 
and receive from them the Communic 
tion of that which the Obſervations 
which they on their part have made, do 
give unto them. Suppoſe you alſo, that 
without ceaſing he always moves about 
the World, ſometimes. along the banks | 
of the Sea, ſometimes amidit the Fields, 
always Contemplating, always Learning, 
and never ceaſing to Learn, always 1n 
the company of his Friends, without 1n- 
commodity from the Air, without 1n- 
diſpoſition of Body, without unquietnels 
in his mind, without fear of any. evil 
accident. And above all, imagine that 
without ceaſing he lifts up his heart to 
God, to admire and avow that his good- 
nefs' is without bottom, his wiſdom

know. not what ſhadow; of that hap 

pineſs , the ſubſtance whereof, we fſhal 
poſlels in the Heaveiily places: 


Here were ptbperly the place, to tolich 
the queſtion, concerning the equality, or 
inequality of the glory of the Bleſſed ; far 
as it 1s certain, that happineſs will uni 
verſally fill 'all the powers, both of our 
ſouls and bodies, ſo it is not to bedoubted, 
but that this plenitude of happineſs, mult 
adopt it ſelf to the capacity of the facul- 
ties that do poſſeſs it, that it may be 
more or leſs great according as the facul 
ties ſhall be more or leſs capable ; ſo that 
the underſtanding being the moſt tioble 
part of our Being, and by conſequence 
moſt capable of glory and happineſs, ſo 
_ that it ſeems indubitable, that although 
the other powers of our ſouls, and all 
the parts ot our bodies, ſhall poſleſs as 
much of it as they can contain, never- 
theleſs, according to the Proporiny of 
--4ts nature, and 1ts greatneſs, our under- 

ſtanding will more of it ; for *tis 
here that the compariſon that we ordina- 
rily make uſe of on this ſubject, mull

Ed as is man, and which will be 1n much 
tetter condition” by the Reſurrection, 

the moſt excellent parts, and where the 
underſtanding refides, do hold the go- 
Vernment of the reſt, in ſuch manner 
that.they depend upon it, every one in 

the degree of its ſubordination, from 
whence it comes to paſs, that not only 

the proportion of more and. leſs, mull 

be obſerved in what concerns their glort- 
fication in proportion to their natural 
excellency, bur it even ſeems that the 
glory and happineſs of theunderſtanding, 

1s in ſome ſenſe the cauſe of that of all 

the other faculties ; if therefore the glory 

of the underſtanding of. every Believer 

be unequal, it will be alſo unequal itt all 


Fat depends thereon. On: the among?) 
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if the underſtanding of each Believer be 
equally glorified, it will follow thetice in 
like manner that they will be alſo equal 
in the remainder of their happineſs. Now 
we ſee indeed a marvellous great diffe- 
rence between the quickneſs, the large- 
neſs and the vigour of ſpirit in men, 
ſach as now we ate : For there are ſome 
that we look on with ſome kind of ad- 
miration, and as perſons in whom it hath 
pleaſed God to ſhew what he can do if 
he pleaſes, they have ſo much both of 
lively and fruitful imagination, a vaſt 
and conſtant memory, fubtil and carious 
fancies, reaſonings ſublime, vigorous, 
and full of light. Some others appear 
ſtupid apd blockiſh; and as one would 
think, but littke raiſed above the condi- 
tion of &eaſts themſelves. Among be- 
lieving Chriſtians, 1t cannot be denied 
but that there are many, of whom we 
cannot ſpeak more advantageouſly, than 
by faying that they are indifferent : But 
that proceeds either from. the variety of 
their Temperaments, and the Corftitu- 
tion of their Organs, or from the di- 
verſity of their Exerciſes and Empſoy- 
ments, or from the great difference that 
is put in the manner of their Inſtruction 
and Educatien, or chiefly from the diffe- 
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to deal with them, be''it by the 
efficacy. of: his Providence , * be. it by 
the power of his Spirit -of Wiſdom 
and Revelation ; And. all this ſeems 3 
conſequence of Sin, and eftect of that 
conduct which it hath pleaſed God tg 
follow, as well in the Eitabliſhment and 
Government: of Kingdoms, as in the 
Conſtitution of his Church, and the Edi- 
fication thereof ; This notwithſtanding 
there is great probability that the Souls 
of men are well near all equal, and that 
if they had' remained in their integrity, 


as all theſe diflerences had been neither 


equals nor expedients, ſo.we had never 
{cen ſo-great an inequality argong us: 
Therefore, when Sin hall be totally 
aboliſhed, and all-variety of JTempera- 
ments, and - Conformation of Organs 
done away, - when the Faithful ſhall be 
eternally fixed on the fame Occupations, 
and ſhall have perpetually the ſame Ob- 
jets before their eyes, when there ſhall 
be nothing to divert them neither one 
nor other from being exerciſed without 
any intermiſſion in the contemplation of 
excellent things, and that God who 1s 
all in all ſhall fill them with the illumr- 
nations of his Spirit , it is difficult - to

ced than others in this Knowledge. --Ne- .* 7 
vertheleſs it is not my intention to de» 
termine any thing concerning it in this 
place, and 1t is much more to the pur» 
poſe to be. exerciſed in embracing the 
Croſs of Chriſt, by which alone we have 
right to partake with him in the inheri- 
tance of the Heavens, than to buſfie our 
ſelves in computing our good actions, or 
meaſuring - the degrees of our virtues, 
that one day in the higheſt Heavens we 
may. ſee, if our Rewards be proportion- 
able unto. them ; it remains therefore 
that we explain in a few words what 
fruit the Contemplation of all theſe won- 
ders will produce, towards what concerns 
our happineſs. 


We have in ustwo Faculties abſolutely 
inſeparable, the Underſtanding and Will ; 
and as to what concerns the Underſtand- 
ing, foraſmuch as its felicity conſiſts in 
its Perfection, and that its PerteCtion hes 
in knowledge, and a Perfection of what 
it knows, 1t cannot be filled with ſo ma- 
ny Divine Illuminations , as'I have el- 
faied to repreſent by my words, as if 1 
ſhould have drawn the Sun with a Cool, 
bur it muſt perceive it ſelf eternally nappy; 
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and taſte therein inexpreſſible pleaſure 
They which think that the conferittnent 
that we take in ſeeing things, depends of 
this, that they excite the operation of our 
taculties, and that by the Operation of 
our faculties we perceive that we tre, 
and that the perception of our own Being 
gives ſatisfaction and joy, Joy indeed 
tomething very conſiderable and very 
true : forBeing,it you compoſe it withNot- 
Being, ſeems to be good in ſome kind in- 
finite; the ſenſe of the enjoyment where- 
of, muſt - give a great deal of. content. 
Nevertheleſs, becaufe griets alſo give us 
a ſenſe of our Being, tis neceſſary to'add 
eo this opinion, that the Objects where- 
upon we act, muſt - have fuch proportion 
with the faculties whoſe operations they 
do excite in us, that they do not at all 
ottend them : otherwiſe inſtead of giving 
us pleafure, they importune and troubk 
us. We may yet go a little farther, and 
fay that excellent things being more active 
than ethers, dv alſo more powerfully a- 
waken our taculties,'and excite our opera- 
rions in ſuch manner that giving us more 
ſenſe of our Being than things common 
and ordinary do, they render the plea- 
ſure that ariſeth tron them proporriott- 
ably more excellent and ſenſible.” To 
\ «  concludey 
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© after Death. "WT . = 
conclude, it ſeems to me that as grief de ; 
penids of this, that the thing which'cau- 
fes it tends to the'deſtruQtion of the fa- 
culty, 'in which it-produces this afflitive 
and: troublefom ſentiment, ſo the plea- 
ſure and the joy that comes to us trom 
the fruition of our 'Objes depends of 
this, that our faculties areperte&ted and 
raiſed to a more noble and advantageous 
condition by their preſence ; for by rea- 
ſon that the faculty 1s deſigned unto cer- 
tain operations, and'that Operations arc 
not performed without Objects, and by 
conſequence do not att art all, they re- 
main imperfect, as Matter void and de- 
ſtiture ot Form, which deſires ſome' one 
that may fill it withextream greedineſs : 4 
according to the ſame meatfure therefore &. 
that the Object is excellent, -encreaſes : 
the perfection of thar eſtate in which the 
faculty is'placed, and hy conſequent the 
pleaſure: which 15 generated trom [the 
Perception of the' Pertection of 'its" Ef 
ſence.: as if the Matter whereof bodies 
are formed here below, had any know- 
tedge of it ſelf, there is no doubt bur'ir 
would receive incomparably leſs contehi 
to ſee it ſelf filled and poſleſſed with the 
Fornr of a vile and contemptible Stone, 
than with that ofa rich and precious Dia-- 
| mond ; 
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mond;; and of whatſoever Matter, Ele- 
mentary,;.or Quint-effential the Heavens 
be made; I know not whether in that in- 
ſenſibility which is attributed to them, 
they do- not experiment ſome pleaſing 
touch of joy, to ſes themſelves united to 
a Form {o pure, ſo incorruptible and'ſhin- 
ing ; our -underſtandings therefore being 
ſo maryellouſly filled with the forms of 
ſo many excellent Obje&ts, and becoming 
(1f I may ſoſay ) one and the ſamething 
with: them by the power of Contempla- 
tion, it can neither be expreſſed nor con- 
. ceived, what will be the greatneſs of their 
'- content and happineſs to ſee themſelves 
transformed into thoſe admirable Idea's 
wherewithal they will be enlightned, and 
into the Perfetions of Jeſus Qhriſt, and 
thoſe of God himſelf. 

Concerning the Will; its happineſs 
conſiſts in loving things amiable, . accord- 
ing tothe knowledge that the Under- 
ſtanding hath ofthem, and in that which 
; neceſſarily tollows, the perception. that 1t 
loves them : Not only for that we perceive 
our ' Being in: perceiving that we love 
them, and that inthe degree, that the 
things. that we eſteem worthy -of our 
love, are excellent, in the ſame they a- 
waken this perception with much the 
greater 


reater efficacy: ;; but alſo. for this, 
as the Underſtanding transforms it Fr 
in. ſome manner into the nature of its 
Objects by Contemplation,the Will unites 
1t felt fo to. his by the force of love; that 
it. contounds it ſelf with them, and in- 
corporates. them with. it. elf, So that 
there being ſo many brave things in the 
world whole excellency and worth we 
ſhall. pertectly underſtand, it cannot be, 
but,.that. we, muſt earneſtly: love them, 
nor that according to the proportion. ot 
our Joye, we. ſhould not, have a ſenſe. of 
pleaſure and joy. . There, is. yet more 
the. nature ot. things that we. love. on 
"Earth is: ſuch,” that there..is nothing . in 
them ſarely permanent; ., Be,it theretorg 
that they abſolutely ceaſe to. be, or that 
they only ceaſe to be amiable, the- tear 
of not loving them at ſome time or 
other ,, mingles it. ſelf ordinarily,.,with 
the afteAtion that we bear them, and ſo 
holding: our minds in ſuſpente, it weakens 
both our love and the exerciſe of at, and 
by conſequent ſo much diminiſh the con» 
tent and joy thereof. . And it hath, been 
well faid by ſome, that this maxim, that 
we. ought to love ſo as we may one day 
hate , ruins all friendſhip. trom battom 
WITS 16 - a 
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Giſt with thoughts as beſpatter the objec; 
which at preſent we ought to love, with 
qualities worthy of hatred wherewith it 
may be. poſſeſſed in the' time to come: 
This is it that cauſes /it 'togive us an 
averſion , ' whereas it ſhould' attra&t our 
good will and afte&tions. The love 
therefore that we ſhall have for ſo many - 
brave Objects, as will be in the Heavens, 
will have this advantage which cannot 
be ſufficiently efteemed, that never ſuf 
fering any change, they will always be 
preſented" tous, under one and the ſame 
Tdea, and that being always rouge; 
by -us under the ſame aſpect, they wi 

enkindle in'our hearts an -afteQion, the 
pleaſant and agreeable flame whereof | 
will endure eternally. 


To Conclude, as it happens that there 
are two ſorts of things that we love.

Whereas there 
we ſhall be fully aſſured of the excellency 
and merit of all our Objed&s, without 
any need of Tryal, and our minds having 
obtained by their glorification', a ſuper- 
natural and extraordinary vigour , they 
will become as' it were fruitful and inex- 
hauſtible fountains of theſe kinds of ope- 
rations, - from whence love and kindnefs

Now'although it be not unprofirable'thils 
to. bring down (if I may ſo expreſs it) 
Heaven to Earth by our Meditation,: and 
trom thence” to form fome” inmperfett 
Hdeathereof*in otir mands: "Tis yet not- 
withſtanding incomparablymore-adyan- 
ageois, £6 raiſe'(as far a$ 6ur inflitniry 
will-permit)- Earth to. Heaven, and even 
how to fix our hearts' and"attetions ot 
high, expeRting; that the Lord Jeſus will 
d6 ns"rhe favour; and'beftow on us the 
priviledge, really to contertplate there, 
what we do not yet ſe, but in the pro- 
miſes that he hath given us : to hini with 
the Father and the Holy Spirit be glory, 
power; and dominion tor ever atid ever,
